My Lord General, moſt exceedinglie carcfull 
or aſhazind TREE oy theſe troupes,cauſed our 
armie to diſlodge tram :Medrimack the nextmor- 
ning, almoſt twohowers before day,which was the 
ſcuenand twentieth. -In our march the Prince re- 
cciued advertiſement from Monſicur de laYerdus, 
that Saint Meyy Mey was ngcled with hisFarces,; and 
that nothing co obs diſcouered ofthe encmics in- 
tention No way : So thatall ſeemed-to bevery;ſure 
on our fide, But my Lord Gepepl ſulpeRing;that 
which:in tryethfalowe waged the. Prince, to 
Pr wi REG ke {o, muchahegreatcr: 
thesf detowards Fe And to thc, endethat our 

oQtemen; might? ow with the, better haſt, his 
Lordſhip commanded the Cannon and baggage ro 
be placed; after.the Rerewarde, andfor thegyarde 
thercof appointed'certaine. Launceknightes.. The 
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euent did ſhew ſome {pirite of divination of what 
ſhould follow . For the Princehad not beene three 
quarters of an hourein S.Meyn, when a very warme 
rcport was brought vnto him,that the Duke de Mer- 
curie with his whole armie,was within halfe a league 
of the Towne. The trueth of theſe matters was'verie 
{enſtble,for the reporter brought with himtwo Spa- 
niſh Captaines, whom heand kis companions, be- 
ing all but common Soldiers, bad preſently made 
priſoners: the one of thele two did afterward freare 
Bota dios, that hee -was taken per'Caritad in their 
march, and going to.their ſuccours'; they were: tae 
ken by thaſe French companions , which came the. 
ther A {2 picoree ,,,not.two hundred pace from the 
head of the Duke de Mercurie his armie. 

Some wil ſay, that Monſieur de {a Verdun , did 
this day forget himſelfe: for comming by fixe otthe 
clock in the morning to Saint Mey», hee did neither 
ſend foorth his light horſes, ( ponr batre le flrado,) 
whereby the enemies approaches might haue been 
aduertiſed in time convenient z nor imploy the ſcr- 
uice of his foote in garding the:enemies, butina 
plaine ſecuritic of all that might happen, he lodged 
himſelf and his in avillage, haltea league from Saint 
HMeyp , quize pppolite| from the. way the enemies 
ſhoujd take,,and; leftour, foote embarrailed in the 
towne,rathenfora Parade;then to any other ſeruice- 
able purpoſe, By-the like careleſneſſein Monheur de 
li Verdun,the Countie Soyſons was two yeeres lince 
taken at Shateau-giron,his/armigablolutely defeated, 
and himſelfe did meete'with a very narrowe eſcape: 
butourlciſurc at that time did not vetie well ferue 
B 3 VS 
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vsto diſpute of crrors. 
The Allarum amongſt our French, you may 

be ſure , was veric hotre, the Prince confuſed , and 
thoſeabouthim,who in calmes would ouer-rule all 
councels; in this little ſtorme did knowe , neuer a 
point in the Compaſle.The enemy was within halfe 
a league of S. Meyn, Monſicur de la Ferdun had beſto- 
wed himſelfe and his troupes ſo farre, or farther off 
from vs. The French horſe that came with the 
Prince, had alreadie lodged themſclues in villages, 
and wherethe Prince was, were onlie left thoſe tour 
hundred, ſentthe night before with Monficur de ls 
Verdun , and my Lord Generals Cornets of horſe: 
Our Vantgarde wasattheleaſta long leagueand a 
halfe fromvs. In which hardeplight , neither the 
Prince,nor thoſe about him,could apprehende anie 
other courſe of proceeding, but what they did ſee 
with the cies ofa moſt deſperate feare. But my Lord 
Generall,with a moſt chearefull countenance, and 
excellent perſwaſions, full of all comfortable afſu- 
rance , did firſt winne the Prince vntaa better opi- 
nion of his fortune,and then,to repoſe himſelfe on- 
lie vpon his ſeruice. By his Lordſdips commande- 
ment,the Engliſh troupes were preſentlie drawn out 
of the towne, and by himſelfe placed in thoſe waics 

which did leade direQly towards the enemie. Firſt, 

the horſe were appointed to aduance the foot ſome 

quarter of a mile. The dikes and hedges were lyned 

with ſhotte, to the beſt adnauntage that might bee 

thoughton: and inthe high-way which was ſome- 

what large, our pikes were diſpoſed into three ſeue- 

rall ſtandes . Meane while, the Prince had =_ for 
| ON- 
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Monſieur de /x Yerdunand the reſt, ſo that having a 
greater encreaſe of horſe,diſcouerers were ſent ſom- 
wharfurther off,to ſee what courſe the Duke de Mer- 
carie did take , who being certainlie enformed, that 
the Prince had alreadie inueſted S. Meyn,became ſo- 
denlie more perplexed in the field , then his Coun- 
treimen were in the towne: his armie was excee- 


ding weary, for the fame had marchedallthat night, 


To make anie faire retreite they could not ; to tarrie 
and fight with vs they durſt not, much leſſe to force 
vs from our lodging at S.Mey»,where they ſuppoſed 
all our armie was : So that the contuſion amongſt 
the enemie became verie great, and it was verely be- 
leeued,thar at that time, with two thouſand Engliſh 
men, the Duke de Mercurie and all his armie, might 
ealilic haue beene defeated . Buthow ſo cuer , cer- 
taineitis, thatina verie gentle feare hee retired to 
Luedilliack, which did verie wel appeare, for not fin- 
ding that place of ſuch ſtrength as hee ordinarilie y- 
ſeth to encampe in, and nothing liking our neere 
neighborhood, Luedi/liack being but one league and 
a halfe from S.Meyn, hee was contented to diflodge 
from that place . After that the Zogas for the Cor-de- 
gard Fiers were laide together, and to encampe at 
Saint 1ohn.Whereby the Duke de Mercurie did find 
the mcane,to puta reaſonable good river betweene 
him and vs, and tolie two long leagues and a halfe 
from S Meyn. 

Thus with a handfull of men,and my Lord Ge- 
nerals carefull foreſight, the Prince was delivered 
from the greateſt hazard that cuer he was in.and we 
became quiet poſſeſſors of ourlodgingatS. Meyn, 
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which was a ſeruice of great conſequence, princi- 
pallie, in regard of the multitude of our ficke-men, 
who otherwiſc had beene leftynto many hardediſ- 
comfis:bcſides,the enemies diſgrace hereby reccy- 
ucd,was not little. 

As forthereſt of thearmie, they came not vnto 
vs intwo long houres after the encmics retreit, and 
it was almoſt night before the arriual of our Canon. 
This is the ſumme of thatdates worke. 

And becauſe it was the nexte day founde that 
the Duke de Mercurie diſlodged not , the Prince 
was aduiſed by ſome,in whole heartes ( peraduen- 
ture) ſome relicks of the former daics feare yet re- 
mained, to follow his courſe towards Rernes, which 
he might very weldoc, hauing aboundantlicſati(: 
fied his reputation inhis laſte confronting the ene- 
mie,and croſſing his purpoles.., But my Lorde Gc- 
nezall direflie oppoſed himſclte againſt this-coun- 
ccl!:affirming, thatif we diſlodged hiſt, the enemie 
would be encouraged to purſue vs, and beating ſtill 
vpon theraile of our weakearmie, trauel the ſame 
with continuall paineand trouble, which couldnot 
be tollerared; beſides the performance of his former 
yaunt,which was;that he woulddriue vs before him 
into Rejnes . That it was therefore better for the 
Prince,toſend far ſuch ſuccorsas might be drawen 
from Renes., andother places. nottarre off, ta.make 
good the plac2 whereof they were alreadje paſlcl- 
{ed,andto attend,cithertheenimics tult diſlodging, 
or ſome good opportunitie , whereby hee might be 
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vſcd in the execution thereof, that by the next mor. 
ning two hundred horſe were come vnto vs, and 
two Cannons ſent from Reines, werealreadie ad- 
uanced as farre as Morford. Vpon thearriuall of this 
ſmall ſupplie, it was preſently reſolucd,, that our ar- 
mie ſhould diſlodge the next day,and encamp with- 
in a quarter ofa league of Saint 9h». But the Duke 
de Mercury (who al this while did butſeek to coun- 
tenance himſelfe with his ſtaic at that place) vader- 
ſtanding the reſolution of ourarmie, diſlodged the 
next morning before tenne of the clock, and mar- 
ched foure leagues,vnto avillage called Ereat,where 
(for him ſelfe and his Spaniardes)hee foundealod- 
ging of great pale, Jr | 
Certaine knowledge being geuen,that the Duke 
de Mercurie had made his rctreate to Ereat,the Prince 
ſtreitelie commaunded,thatall our armie ſhould be 
in readineſſe by nine of the clocke in the night, to 
march towardes the cnemie. For it was preſuppo- 
ſed, that by tie aduauntage of thatmarch in the 
night,we ſhould fall m—_ e Duke de Mercurie his 
army,weary ,and not looking for vs, and ſo perform 
ſome great peece ofſeruice , orat hisnext mornin 
riling,diſtrefle the rereward of his armie . Our ſicke 
men and baggage wereleft atS. Men, andan hun- 
dred of ours For their gard. 

My Lord Generall being wel acquainted with 
the weakeneſſe of our armie, and obſeruing the thin 
repaire of thoſe that wereſentfor , did very much 
oppole himſelfe againſt this courſe, the rather,be- 
cauſe at that time ther was not one in our army,that 
C could 
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coulde iuftly enforme the ſtate of the Enemies lod. 
ing. | 
, But the Prince,tofatisfie my Lord herein, told 
him in greatſecreſic,thatal was but Pour fair la Meyn, 
and that after ſome two leagues march, it was meant 
that we ſhould returne. How be it,in our march one 
peece ſo pulde on another, that /a Mei was quite 
torgotten,and ſomething before daylight, we were 
come within two miles of the encmies lodging: 
where:, (and thatnot without good caule) a fande 
was made, andit was folemnlie demaunded, what 
could be done vpon the enemie. The ſtate of their 
lodging was freſhly enquired after, whereunto an- 
fwvere was made by a French Gentleman, dwelling 
in thoſe partes, thatthere were but two Riuers be- 
rweene vs and the enemies Groſe of his armie: wher- 
of the one was hardlie to be foorded. And that from 
thence, the way to Freat was exceeding ſtreite . By 
meanes whereof, wee did now begin to learne how 
our Canon might haue beene loſt,and our enemies 
notablie engaged. Vpon which conſiderations,cue- 
rie man began to difauow this councel! : firft /a Yer- 
aun,then Momertin, Baſle, and the reſt:yet God of 
his goodnes did ſaucall our honeſties, for while the 
Prince,my Lord General,and the reſt were in coun- 
©cell,ſome of vs had taken a prieſt and a peazaunt : by 
whom they were informed,that a companie of the 
enemies hargabuzersa cheuall , did lodge within 
halfe a league of vs, and that there werenothing 
more cafie,then the cutting ther in peeces.. To the 
ſeazing of this pray, la Yerdun, and Monſieur de Ba- 
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ſine, with thittie Curaſſes, and three hundred Har- 
gabuzers a cheuall, were preſentlic ſentfoorth, (for 
in ſodaine enterpriſes it was thought better to yſe 
the ſeruice of thoſe- French ſhot on horſeback, then 
on foote. | 00% 
Theſe following their guides, found not onlie 
that companie, but three French Regiments lodged 
aleftart , eucrie man ina ſoundeſleepe ,andnorſo 
much as one Centronel to geue the allarum , which 
being wel perceiued by Biſline , he willinglie would 
haue ſent for foure hundred of our ſhot andpikes, 
wherewith queſtionles all the skirtes of the enemics 
armic might haue beenc handſomelic cutre off. But 
Verdun, either in an emulation towards vs,in too 
greatimpatiencie with himſelfe , with his Curaſles 
farreinough off, heſentthoſe Herga a Chito the en. 
mp; who finding no kinde of reſiſtance, ſlewe 
an bundred and twentie of the enemie. In which 
number Captaine Me{andere was one : and at that 
timels Mott Chenre was taken priſoner , who com- 
maunded another companie of Hergaa Chi. Thereſt 
which were not, but might very wellin-like ſorte 
haue beene aſſayled , receiucd theallarum by their 
companions laſte cries, and ſo faued themſclues. 
Thearmie'likewiſe' warned by theſe, did preſentlic 
put themſclues in armes. ' V2 (14 
This ſeruice thus perfourmed , wee did ſtande 
threelong houres imbarttelled vppon a faire ſpatious 
heath, riot halfe aleague from the Duke de Mercury 
his/rmic, 'butwhei 1twas perceyued, that neither 
honoury;movloſfe, conld: drive himvntoatryall of 
1697 C2 Armes, 
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Armes (although beſides his French forces, it was 
certen that he had then with him aboue three rhou- 
ſand Spanyards)that it was not pofsiblero paſſe any 
further without apparantloſle, the Prince thought 
good to commaund our retreite. 

Wee poor ſoules were not this day able to march 
twelue thouſand ſtrong : but had you ſeene theyr 
notablereſolutions,and earneſt defires to fight, you 
would peraduenture greeue that ſuch'men, and a 
commaunder of my Lords woorth, ſhould be expo- 
ſedinto ſo greatan incqualitie as hitherto wee haue 
mettewith, For prone vntoyou before the liuing 
God, that our {oldiours/onely: have borne the en. 
tire burden of this Sommers ſeruice. Ar Lamballa we 
were not aſſiſted with three hundred French, which 
may ſeeme very ſtraunge, but what I write is moſt 
true : and how farre my Lord Generall will in all 
ſeruice aduenture his owne perſon, is ſo well known 
vnto you, that I ſhal not neede to mention the ſame. 
Vpon cuerie opinion of encounter with the Spany- 


ards, a faire ſcarfe (in likelyhoode preſented © 


by ſome honourable L_ is faſtened to the ende 
of his Pike : for his Lordthippe vnderſtanding that 
Don 1ohn de Lagnilla had vied ſome braue ſpeeches: 
did ſende him worde by Monficur. Gibrian, that by 
that fauour hee would make himſelf knowneat their 
firſt meeting. 

Afterourreturne to Saint Afeyy, the Prince per- 
cciuing that the Duke de Mercury meant that daye 
to diflodge from Ereat , and thatthe place:'of our 
abode, did: yeclde no kinde of c: ay 

| w 
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weake armie , other then ſuch as came thither from 
Reines and Vittrie, which was ſometime cutte off 
by the way , thought good likewiſero diſlodge the 
day following, and ſo torthis time the Duke de Mer- 
curie and wee did part companie. He vppon the thir- 
tith day leauing Ereat,did take the way towards Ioce- 
lin : we vppon the day following diflodged from S, 
Mey , and fo to' Hendet + the ſecond ot September 
to Breall,the third to Noya#f,where the Prince did ac- 
cord vnto vs twentie dates reſt at Shatteaw-giron, for 
taerefreſhing of our weake men : at this place wee 
arrived the foutth of September . - 

The day following , wy Lord Generall was 
ſolempnly innited by the principall Magiſtrates of 
Reines to vifite their Cittie, andthe thirde day at- 
ter was receyned into the ſame with all thoſe rc. 
ſtimonies that might aſſure amoſt kinde and frendly: 
welcome. 

The Prince in the meane time hauing three 
hundred men.,and three Cannons from Y#tr:e., did 
inueſt the Caſtle of Chattilhon, vpon the ſeuenth of 
this inſtant. Bur after three dayes triall, finding: 
thoſe forces nothing fuffictent (for he had but thoſe 
three kundred French , and fine hundred Launce- 
=mghts) he ſent vnto Reems for ſixe Cannons more, 
andto my Lord Generall,inaltearneſtnes, to aſſiſte

The Prince hauing receyued thoſe Canons ſent 
from Rejnes,and planted the {ame, yppan the twelfth 
of September,werediſcharged ſomeloſt volleys vp- 

on the defences of the Caſtle : Themorning fol- 
lwiny my Lord came tothe Prince with CONE 
dred Engliſh more , and then the battery was purſu- 
ed with ſuch furie, that by twclue of the clocke the 
| breach was made very faire and aſſaultable : which 
becing well perceiued by the defendants, they came 
toa parley', and fromthe Prince receyued theſe laſt

thereby ariſe, partly by perſwaſions, and ſometimes 
by threatnings, did ſtay them from that purpole a 
long half houre: butin concluſion they offered vio- 
lencers their Coronel,diſobeyed all their comman- 
ders, forced the breach, where they founde no re#:. 
ſtance,and of two hundred and threeſcore that were 
within the Caſtle, left not twentie aliue, But in the 
caget purſuite after ſpoyle, they fiered (vnawares) 
ſome barrels of powder, with the furie whereof thir- 
tic of them were preſently flaine, andatleaſt fiftie 
more came from thence, the moſt miſerable crea- 
rures that euer I did behold. The iudgement of God

Monſieur de /a Yerdun did leaue the Prince at

with three thouſande footemen, and fiue hundred 
horſe. His preparations ( for ought that Iperceiue) 
doe come but{lowlie forwarde,and yet I know the

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King hath of late vrgentlic haſtened the a me, our 
mendoe now begin todie, and that veric faſte : ſo 
that withouta preſent ſupplie, wee are like to haue 
butapoorearmie. | 

The Spaniardes paie arriued at Blanctt, about 
the eighteenth of Auguſtlaſt.The ſame was brought 
thether in foure Galliafſes .. The Duke de Mercuric 
is gone to Nantes, wherea Spaniſh Countie, of the 
houſe of Tolledo, hath theſe daies paſt attended his 
comming thether, ſent by the King of Spaineto ne- 
gotiate about the affaircs of Brittazne. Vpon the pro- 
mile of ſome honeſt bribe , you may peraduenture 
winne me to ſende youa truc report, both of what 
is paſt in the laſt yeeres trafficke, and in this preſent 
negotiation betweene the King of Spaine, and Ma- 
dame de Mercurie, for it is ſhethatdoeth ſwaic the 
ballance. 

Andſo hoping thatyou will beas weatie in the 
reading,as Iamin the writing hereof, I commit you 
ro the comfort of your beſt deſires : and vs both to 
the bleſſed protection ofthe Almightie . From our 
pPOOrearmie at Saint Aubin de Cormer, this ſixteenth 
of September, 1591.

faith , that the Duke of Parma is {till re- 

maynin at Bruxels , without any likeli- 
hood ofperforming his pretended viage 
into Fraunce : And deliuereth farther, 
that certaine of the mutined Spaniardes, 
D 2 to 
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to the number ofone thouſande and fiue 
hundred, being yppon promiſe of paie, 
dravyen out of Heretalles, and the Sonne 
of the Duke of Parmalſent to them, to 
induce them thereunto , By yyhoſe per- 
{vvaſion they yvere brought into the land 
of Waes, they noyy vpon ſomeneyy dif- 
contentment , are retired backe againe, 
haue ſeized the Toyyne of Trel-mont , in 
Brabant , wyhere they fortifie againſt 
the Duke , and haue carried yvith chem 
perforce, his Sonne, vyhom they deteine 
vvith a Collonell, named Dor Sancho de 
Lena, ſometime Gouernour of Liere, vn- 
till their demaunds be graunted and per- 
formed. 

Mondragon is in the Land of Waes, 
vvith three thouſande Foote and fue hun- 
dred horſe, to erect certaine Sconces for 
the freeing of the paſſage betvveene 4nt- 
werpe and Gaunt, impeached by the ta- 
king of Hulſts , which being performed, 
and rhe mutinie appealed , the Duke ge- 
ueth out that he yvillinto Fraunce.

of his ſtay ofhis journey for Fraunce, 

Itis aduertiſed, andfrom diuerſe pla- 
ces confirmed, that the kingdome of e4r- 
ragon is reuolted, the Vice-roy maſlacred, 
and thoſe of the Inquiſition in that king- 
dome baniſhed, beeing practiſed by the 
King of Spaines Secretarie , fled from the 
Court ypon diſcontentment,
